The closest prior art, Rosier (U.S. Patent No. 5,969,633), discloses a device for clearing or 
activating an object which requires a codable key to be entered into the object each time the 
object is used. Another prior arts, Hodges (WO 96/19360) and Automotive News (Anti-theft 
systems attract dealers) disclose vehicle anti-theft device installed in vehicles for protection 
against theft which system in particularly includes a transmitter device for transmitting a coded 
activation signal and a plurality of control units coupled directly between the vehicle electrical 
system and certain vital electrical components of the vehicle. Examiner considers the distinctive 
feature of Applicant's invention is the requirement of reference code be entered based on loan 
payment agreement prior to payment due deadline to prevent the vehicle to be disabled.
